An application has been made to Lord Cowan, (that is to be,) to 
issue an order prohibiting illuminations in the city onthe occasion of 
the royal visit. Cowan's answer to the application consisted in his 
proposing a resolution in the common council, commanding a genera! 
illumination. Of course ,Cowan deals in wax and oil, Can it be 
supposed that he would oppose that, which will take off a great part 
of his stock, and put a few thousands into his pocket? Some one 
spoke of building alms-houses instead. This would never do. The 
citizens only light up, to get their names in the paper next day, in 
the list of illuminations, and would no more give the money towards 
alms-houses, than Hobler, (though he wishes to do so,) will be allow- 
ed to dance a hornpipe on the platform, before the Queen, at the 
banquet. The citizens seem disposed to do the thing handsomely, at 
all events,for we observed a charwoman scrubbing away at the 
Temple Bar gates, having been evidently hired for half-a-day, to do 
any little cleaning that the city mightrequire. The Lord Mayor has 
sent to the Queen to know what she would prefer having fer dinner 
and, we nndefstand, that Victoria’s answer was simple and charac- 
teristic. We subjoin it :— 


“ My Lorp Mayor, 

‘A good appetiteis the best sauce, and, / 
beg, you will not get me any other. It would be affectation in me to 
talk of ‘ pot-luck, on such an occasion, but I do request that the din- 
ner may be as simple as the circumstances of the case will allow. The 
heartiest meal I ever made in my life, was off beef-steak pie, an 
humble, but substantial dish, though Iam convinced that I shall find 
nothing of the sort at Guildhall. Let me entreat of your Lordship 
to let the potatoes be mashed, and if there is any goose, let the stuff- 
ing be on a separate dish, as my mother doats upon goose with the 
sage and onions, while 1 am particularly. partial to it without that 
accompaniment. I understand you have some difficulty tn muster- 
ing silver for the occasion. Remember, My Lord Mayor, that your 
Queen can eatas well with a steel fork as a silver one,and that she 
had rather as the phrase goes.‘ fork out’. silver from her own plate 
chest, than suffer you to put yourself to any inconvenience. 

‘< [ understand there are to be bottle holders, and, I hope, ro one 
will attempt to hold more bottles than he can conveniently and decent- 
ly carry. I am not a member of tha ‘Temperdice Soctéty, My Lord 
Mayor, but Iam an advocete,:, if not in politics ,at least: at the din- 
ner table, for moderate measures. Jt would wl become me to point 
out to suchan enlightened set as you must beJthe manner in which you 
should behavein my presence.

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A new drama, called the ‘Indian Girl,’ came out on Monday, at ru: 
Lane. It is a vehicle, (and a precious crazy one,) for the display of the 
pantomine powers of Madlle. Celeste, who certainly does throw her limbs 
about with as much meaning as the telegraph on the top of the Admiralty, 
and a great deal more intelligibility. Celeste, we will admit, is a clever 
woman, but the pieces that have been written for her, this season, have been of 
the trashiest description. The ‘ Indian Girl,’ is a vagabond, who has run 
away from her father, and married a savage, with a brick-dust complexion, no 
tinmentionables of any kind, and a most alarming tomahawk, by way ofa 
walking-stiek. This insinuating gentleman, has so fascinated the girl, that 
she can’t be persuaded to go home to her father and mother, and live respect- 
ably, but they at last cateh her, and try to tame her, by showing her the spell- 
ing-book in which she first learnt the mysteries of A. B. C. and other elemen- 
tary matter. The beauties of the undying Mavor, have, however, no at- 
traction in her eyes. She stares vacantly at A for Ape, B for Bull, and knows 
them not. She gives a wild glance at the picture of the gentleman in the wig, 
holding a rod before twelve urchins in jackets and trousers, and even this 
affecting frontispiece of the most useful of publications, does not exercise 
any influence over ber. The acting of Cooper in this piece, was of that deli- 
cious Britannia metal order, (more lead than silver,) which characterises most 
of the assumptions of this chief of thé tea-pot school of actors. Mr Baker 
was particularly placid, as a murderous cavalier, and Mr. Mears, as his bloody 
accomplice, was peaceful, pleasant, and papaverous. We do not attribute any 
fault to the actors, for as silk purses cannot be made out of sows ears, and as 
it is impossible to construct gold seals out of decayed cabbage leaves, so would 
it be utterly fruitless to attempt to make good parts of insufferably bad ones. 
The merriment of the audience in the serious parts was unbounded, and the 
comic portions were received with that easy repose, which distinguishes such 
persons as ‘cannot help it.’ We fear that Bunn will not gain much by such 
pieces as he has hitherto brought out, and we are sorry to hear that with all 
his great managerial tact, he has been anticipated in one of his grand coups of 
his season, by Yates, at the Adelphi. We allude to the French ‘piece of ‘La 
Guerre des Servants,’ which he has been long preparing, as he thought, in 
secrecy, and intended to have brought out on Monday, in the most gorgeous 
style, when Yates pops it out before him, under the title of ‘ Valsha; or, the 
Slave Queen.’ This is ail fair In management, and the ‘ devil take the hind- 
most, ’,is one of those delicate sayings, which has peculiar force in the theatri- 
eal world.’ Bunn rumoured that his arrangements were for ‘ Joan of Ar,c’ 
whereas the ‘Slave Queen;’ was the thing he was busy about, and Yates, 
getting ascent of his intentions, forestalls him, as he did in the case of 
* Robert the Devil,’ ‘the Nymph of the Danube,’ and other popular mon- 
sters of the Parisian stage. He deserves to reap the reward of his enter- 
prise. 
The rival house, Covent Garden, has been well attended on the nights of 
Macready’s acting, but very seldom full; and, it is said, that on the whole, the 
new lessee is, so far, rather out of pocket than otherwise. This is generally 
to be expected before Christmas, though, we believe, Macready would have 
made money even up to this period, had his novelties been more fortunate. A 
new play, called the ‘ Parole of Honour,’ is advertised for Saturday, and it is 
judiciously, to be played as an after piece. We hope well of it, but we had 
rather see Macready’s own name in the bill, when anything serious is advertis- 
ed. Rooke’s opera is postponed, the sore being incomplete. Our readers 
must know, that when an opera is composed, there is a certain mechanical 
process to go through, called scoring, and that mechanical process is, it ap- 
pears, not yet complete. Macready's admiration of the opera, proceeded from 
his having had the composition alone psesented to him, which, all who have 
heard it, pronounce to be beautiful. We understand, the parties interested, 
wish to throw it over until after Christmas, which will, certainly, be a better 
time for producing it. 

There have been some excellent houses at the St James’s, drawn by the 
‘ Cabinet, which is done better than any other house in London could 
do it. The cast of the ‘Cabinet’ was in all respects excellent. The ‘ Whimsi- 
culo’ of Harley is fan admirable piece of acting. The other characters are“all 
well sustained, and there is no doubt that it will be verv attractive. .
